To  the  Lytham  Urban  District  Council. 


In  submitting  a  Report  upon  the  past  year,  I  propose  to 
deal  first  of  all  with  Vital  Statistics,  with  the  Birth  and  Death 
Rate,  with  the  various  Causes  of  the  deaths,  and  the  several  age 
periods  at  which  they  have  occurred,  and  then  with  steps  which 
have  been  taken  during  the  twelve  months  to  protect  and 
improve  the  public  health.  Most  of  these  matters  have  been 
brought  to  your  notice  at  your  regular  monthly  meetings.  I 
shall,  therefore,  endeavour  to  present  them  as  concisely  as 
possible. 

Population. 

The  population  of  resident  inhabitants,  exclusive  of 
visitors  in  the  middle  of  the  year,  was  estimated  to  number 
4,955,  and  upon  these  figures  the  calculations  have  been  based. 
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During  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  however,  a  large  increase  has 
been  made  in  the  residential  population,  by  the  occupation  of 
eighty-seven  new  houses,  that  have  been  built  during  the  twelve 
months.  This  sudden  developement  of  the  town  will  have  to 
be  considered  in  the  estimates  of  the  coming  year,  and  as  the 
majority  of  the  new  houses  are  of  a  class  suitable  to  the  require¬ 
ments  of  young  married  folk,  the  influence  on  the  statistics  of 
the  district  of  this  change  in  the  age  distribution  of  the  people 
should  be  shown  by  an  increase  in  the  birth  rate  and  a  lowering 

of  the  death  rate  in  the  next  few  years. 

The  4,955  inhabitants  were  distributed  among  the 
different  wards  as  follows  :

Mortality. 

Eighty-two  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  40 
males  and  42  females,  including  7  deaths  of  visitors  or  non¬ 
residents  in  the  district,  when  these  are  deducted  there  remain  75 
deaths  of  residents  giving  a  corrected  death  rate  for  this  year  of 
15*1  per  1,000,  which  is  a  satisfactory  rate  though  higher  than 
that  of  last  year.  In  the  following  table  are  shown  the  death  rates 
from  all  causes,  and  the  death  rates  from  Zymotic  disease  during 
the  last  five  years,  as  well  as  the  average  rates  for  the  ten  years 
prior  to  1890.

It  will  be  seen  that  whilst  the  average  rate  of  deaths  from 
all  causes  during  the  last  5  years  was  slightly  higher  than  the 
average  rate  for  the  preceding  ten  years,  the  average  rate  of 
deaths  from  Zymotic  diseases  has  been  reduced  to  one  quarter  of 
the  corresponding  rate  for  1881  to  1890.  This  points  to  a  great 
improvement  in  the  Sanitary  condition  of  the  district. 

Four  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  from  Zymotic 
diseases,  the  death  rate  per  1000  of  the  living  being  0*8. 

Fourteen  children  died  under  one  year  of  age,  and  seven 
more  before  reaching  their  fifth  year.  This  is  equal  to  25^6  per 
cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Of  these  21  young  lives  the  loss  of 
two  was  due  to  Zymotic  disease,  one  to  diarrhoea,  three  to 
pneumonia,  one  to  accident,  9  to  debility  or  to  premature  birth,

the  remainder  to  various  causes  The  proportion  of  Infant 
deaths  under  one  year  to  the  number  of  births  was  as  120  is  to 
1000.  Twenty-eight  persons,  34*1  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
succumbed  after  reaching  their  60th  year  ;  nine  have  survived 
for  80  or  more  years.  Four  inquests  were  held  on  two  cases  of 
accident,  one  of  suicide,  and  one  on  a  portion  of  a  body  found 
on  the  shore. 

Births. 


There  have  been  registered  within  the  district  108  births, 
or  26  more  births  than  deaths.  A  birth  rate  of  217  per  1000  — 
A  higher  rate  than  any  since  1887,  when  it  reached  24  per  1000, 
though  the  number  of  children  born  was  the  same  as  it  is  this 
year.

The  above  table  shows  that  the  number  this  year  as  well 
as  the  birth  rate  for  the  year,  is  above  the  average  for  the 
last  ten  years. 
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Zymotic  Diseases. 

Diseases  of  this  class  have  been  notified  as  the  cause  of 
illness  in  18  cases.  The  Infectious  Diseases  (Notification)  Act 
was  adopted  in  this  district  in  1890,  since  when  the  following 
cases  have  been  notified  : 


Therefore,  12 1  cases  of  these,  as  they  are  termed,  preventable 
diseases  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  and  have  been  dealt 
with  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  since  the  adoption  of  this  most 
valuable  Act,  and  what  is  also  of  great  importance  is  that  each 
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case  has  been  compulsorily  notified  by  the  householder  of  the 
premises  where  it  occurred,  and  has  thus  helped  to  educate  the 
public  in  their  duty  as  regards  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of 
infection,  and  people  of  all  classes  are  now  beginning  to  appre¬ 
ciate  the  necessity  for  the  Isolation  Hospital,  that  has  for  years 
been  advocated  by  the  Medical  profession. 

No  cases  were  reported  of  either  Cholera,  Smallpox, 
Typhus,  Relapsing,  or  Puerperal  Fever  during  the  year. 

Enteric  and  Continued  Fevers. 

Typhoid  Fever  gave  rise  to  five  cases  and  one  death,  at 
no  time  could  it  be  called  epidemic,  though  the  fatal  case  was 
traceable  to  the  same  cause  as  a  previous  case  at  the  end  of  last 
year.  Some  of  the  other  cases  were  in  houses  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  of  places  where  the  ground  had  been  disturbed 
for  the  purpose  of  re-laying  the  sewers.  The  porous  nature  of 
the  soil  in  this  district  allows  a  current  of  air  to  travel  for  a 
long  distance  between  its  particles,  and  the  warmth  of  a  house 
would  tend  to  draw  this,  possibly  contaminated  air,  into  the 
rooms  where  food  or  milk  were  standing.  This  may  account 
for  the  origin  of  infection  in  some  cases  where  no  other  source 
of  danger  can  be  traced.  One  case  was  reported  as  continued 
fever — this  had  probably  a  similar  origin  to  the  above  cases. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. 

These  are  virtually  the  same  disease.  One  case  of  each 
variety  was  reported.  In  the  first  case  no  source  of  infection 
was  to  be  found  ;  in  the  other  and  fatal  case  serious  sanitary 
defects  were  discovered,  and  at  once  remedied,  no  further 
extension  of  the  disease  being  reported. 
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Scarlatina. 

Eight  cases  and  two  deaths  were  notified.  In  three  cases 
the  infection  was  traced  to  a  source  outside  the  distiict.  From 
one  of  these  imported  cases  another  was  infected,  and  from  this 
a  third.  Had  there  been  an  Isolation  Hospital  the  two  last 
cases  would,  in  all  probability,  have  escaped.  In  the  remaining 
three  cases  no  clue  to  their  origin  could  be  found. 

Erysipelas. 

Of  the  two  houses  where  cases  of  this  affection  were 
treated,  one  was  found  to  have  no  structural  defects,  but  in  the 
other  the  soil  pipe  had  been  most  carefully  arranged  so  as  to 
deliver  any  foul  gas  that  it  might  contain  into,  instead  of 
outside,  the  house.  This  has  now  been  remedied. 

Measles. 

An  epidemic  of  a  mild  type,  but  affecting  a  large  number 
of  children,  passed  through  the  district  in  the  early  months  of 
the  year.  By  the  beginning  of  May  so  many  of  the  pupils  at 
St.  John’s  School  (57  per  cent.)  were  laid  up,  and  it  was  so 
evident  that  the  School  was  the  centre  of  infection,  that  I 
considered  it  my  duty  to  recommend  that  the  School  be  closed 
from  May  2nd  to  May  20th,  during  which  time  the  building 
was  to  be  thoroughly  disinfected.  This  was  done  with  the  most 
satisfactory  result,  as  no  fresh  cases  appeared  after  the  re¬ 
assembling  of  the  scholars. 

In  a  memorandum  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  in  July,  1894,  the  following  paragraph  appears 

“  The  attention  of  School  Attendance  Officers  and  of  School¬ 
masters  should  also  be  drawn  to  the  following  considera- 
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tions  : — Frequently  they  themselves  will  obtain  the  earliest 
information  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  disease  among 
scholars,  and  it  is  most  desirable  that  such  Officer  or 
Master  should  without  delay  communicate  the  facts  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Absence  of  any  child  from 
School  on  the  plea  that  it  is  suffering  under  one  of  the 
before-mentioned  diseases,  and  absence  of  several  children 
of  one  family  from  School  at  the  same  time,  no  matter 
what  name  be  given  to  the  complaint  that  keeps  them  at 
home,  should  be  reported  to  the  Health  Officer.  In 
practice  it  has  been  found  that  this  notification  of  absentees 
has  materially  aided  the  local  Health  Officer  in  taking 
measures  for  the  suppression  of  infectious  disease,  to  the 
advantage  alike  of  the  district  and  of  the  School.  Further¬ 
more,  Schoolmasters  may  properly  be  asked  to  take  note, 
especially  when  an  epidemic  threatens,  or  is  present,  of 
symptoms  occurring  in  any  of  their  scholars  that  may 

indicate  the  commencement  of  disease,  febrile  in  nature. 
Besides  heat  of  skin,  such  symptoms  are  shivering,  head¬ 
ache,  and  langour,  especially  if  commencing  suddenly 
vomiting,  rashes  on  the  skin,  and  sore  throat.  When 
scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  is  about,  every  trace  of  sore 
throat  should  be  looked  upon  as  suspicious.  In  any  case 
where  such  symptoms  are  observed,  the  safest  course  will 
be  to  exclude  the  child  from  School  until  assurance  can  be 
had  that  it  may  attend  School  without  harm  to  itself,  or 
danger  to  other  scholars.” 

It  would,  I  believe;  strengthen  the  position  of  the  School¬ 
masters  and  benefit  the  public  if  your  Council,  acting  as  the 
Sanitary  Authority,  were  to  request  them  to  carry  out  the 
above  suggestions. 
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Whooping*  Cough 

Is  not  included  among  those  diseases  which  are  compul¬ 
sorily  notifiable.  Its  infectious  character  is,  however,  well-known, 
and  parents  generally  take  some  care  to  at  least  partially  isolate 
the  sufferers,  but  as  it  is  as  a  rule  not  directly  fatal,  except  among 
very  young  infants,  it  is  looked  upon  as  a  very  trivial  complaint. 
This  is  a  grave  mistake,  and  the  rising  generation  would  be 
much  the  gainers  if  their  elders  would  understand  that  the 
liability  to  some  very  serious  and  chronic  disorders  is  often  to 
be  traced  to  a  neglected  case  of  whooping  cough.  Several  cases 
have  been  mentioned  during  November  and  December,  and  one 
death  has  been  registered  as  due  to  this  cause. 

Influenza 

Appeared  in  an  epidemic  in  the  spring,  and  was  the 
immediate  cause  of  three  deaths.  How  many  other  people  have 
had  their  health  injured  and  their  complaints  aggravated  by  the 
depressing  influence  on  their  nervous  systems  of  this  disease, 
there  are  no  records  to  show.  But  the  fact  should  be  recognised 
that  this  is  a  serious  infectious  disorder,  and  should  be  treated 
seriously,  however  slight  the  first  symptoms  may  appear  to  be. 

Tubercular  Phthisis. 

Tuberculosis  was  the  reason  given  for  seven  deaths,  one 
being  that  of  a  visitor.  A  proportion  of  87  per  cent,  of  the 
total  deaths,  and  a  Phthisical  death  rate  of  1*2  per  1,000.  The 
ages  of  the  victims  ranged  between  16  and  54,  that  is  during  the 
age  periods  when  their  existence  should  have  been  of  the 
greatest  value  to  the  community. 
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Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

From  frequent  and  systematic  inspections,  I  can  report 
that  the  majority  of  the  cowsheds  are  well  kept,  and  the 
ventilation  has  been  much  better  attended  to  than  it  was  last 
year.  The  storage  of  manure  has  also  been  more  carefully 
carried  out,  and  the  receptacles  have  in  many  cases  been  much 
improved.  The  greater  number  of  the  premises,  where  cows 
are  kept,  are  well-supplied  with  the  Company’s  water.  Some 
of  the  country  cow-keepers,  however,  still  derive  their  supply 
from  wells  and  streams.  A  cause  of  anxiety  will  be  removed 
when  it  becomes  possible  to  provide  them  all  with  water  that  is 
free  from  the  risk  of  pollution. 

Pig’s  and  Pig-keeping. 

In  many  of  the  worst  cases  of  keeping  pigs  in  the 
immediate  neighbourhood  of  dwellings  reported  to  you  last 
year,  the  nuisance  has  been  abated  either  voluntarily,  or  after  a 
notice  had  been  served  on  the  owner.  There  are  still  very  many 
pigs  a  great  deal  too  near  inhabited  houses.  In  one  case  a  new 
house  has  been  built  adjoining  a  pig-stye,  so  that  there  are  now 
only  about  fourteen  inches  of  brickwork  between  the  people 
and  the  pigs. 

Slaughter-Houses, 

The  Slaughter-Houses  have  been  frequently  inspected, 
and  usually  found  clean.  It  is,  however,  difficult  to  enforce  the 
regulations  when  the  houses  are  used  by  more  than  one  tenant 
at  a  time.  More  Slaughter-Houses  are  much  needed. 

Bake-Houses. 

The  Bake-Houses  were  always  when  visited  found  to  be 
clean  and  in  accordance  with  the  Acts  of  Parliament  regulating 
their  construction. 
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Workshops. 

Two  infringements  of  the  regulations  affecting  Workshops 
were  reported,  and  the  faults  remedied. 

Drainage. 

During  the  year  the  Council  have  shown  great  activity 
and  a  desire  to  cope  with  this  difficult  subject.  An  experimental 
trial  was  made  of  the  Hermite  System  of  Sewage  treatment,  of 
which  I  made  a  detailed  report  to  the  General  Purposes 
Committee,  with  the  result  that  the  following  resolution  was 
passed  :  — 

“  Resolved,  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  if  the  Hermite  process 
were  adopted  at  Lytham,  the  question  of  the  sewer  outfall 
would  still  have  to  be  dealt  with,  the  Council  be  recom¬ 
mended  to  defer  the  consideration  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Hermite  system  of  sewage  treatment  for  the  present.” 

The  trials  that  were  carried  on  here  have  been  watched 
with  great  interest  by  many  neighbouring  authorities,  and 
noticed  in  newspapers  both  locally  and  at  a  distance.  I  trust, 
therefore,  that  now  the  Council  have  taken  the  matter  in  hand, 
and  that  public  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  subject,  that 
they  will  not  relax  their  efforts  until  the  sewage  of  Lytham  is 
discharged  elsewhere  than  into  Liggard  Brook,  and  is  treated  in 
a  manner  that  will  answer  the  requirements  of  the  most 
advanced  sanitarian. 

Much  has  been  done  to  improve  the  state  of  the  sewers. 
In  six  streets  the  sewers  have  been  re-laid,  and  in  six  more  the 
old  butt-jointed  pipes  have  been  taken  out  and  replaced  by 
properly  socketled  and  cemented  pipes. 
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New  Streets,  &c. 

A  number  of  streets  have  been  re-made  during  the  year, 
and  a  large  number  more  are  at  present  in  the  hands  of  the 
contractors  ;  and  if  the  roads  be  not  much  disturbed  by  the 
laying  of  the  new  tramway  lines,  Lytham  bids  fair  this  coming 
year  to  be  even  more  attractive  to  visitors  than  heretofore. 

The  Removal  of  Refuse. 

The  Ashpits  have  been  cleared  of  their  contents  by  the 
men  in  the  employ  of  the  Council,  and  during  the  season  it  was 
arranged  that  they  should  all  be  emptied  once  a  fortnight. 
This  was  a  move  in  the  right  direction,  and,  I  think,  one 
appreciated  by  the  Householders. 

The  disposal  of  this  refuse,  by  covering  it  with  lime  and 
burying  it,  is  scarcely  all  that  could  be  desired,  and  there  have 
been  complaints  made  of  unpleasant  odours  emanating  from 
these  rubbish  heaps  before  they  are  covered  in.  If  Lytham 
continue  to  increase  in  size  and  in  importance  at  the  present 
rate,  the  question  of  providing  a  Destructor  will  be  one  for  the 
near  future. 

Water  Supply. 

Five  samples  of  Water  have  been  submitted  to  me  for 
analysis,  two  from  private  wells,  the  others  from  the  pipes  of  the 
Fylde  Waterworks  Company.  In  none  of  them  did  I  find  any 
matter  injurious  to  health,  but  the  Company’s  water  showed  a 
thick  sediment  consisting  of  oxide  of  iron  and  vegetable  debris, 
proving  that  not  only  was  the  water  inefficiently  filtered,  but 
that  the  vegetable  acids  it  contained  acted  on  the  unprotected 
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iron  of  the  mains.  In  October  I  accompanied  a  Deputation  of 
the  Council  to  view  the  new  filter  beds  at  Grizedale.  I  noticed 
that  they  were  uncovered,  and  liable  to  be  polluted  by  dead 
animal  and  vegetable  matter,  but  as  far  as  I  could  gather  the 
water  supplied  to  Lytham  did  not  pass  through  even  these 
defective  filters,  but  was  delivered  as  it  was  collected  from  the 
hills. 

Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year  steps  have  been  taken  towards  providing 
accommodation  for  cases  of  an  infectious  nature,  by  the  action 

of  several  Authorities  working  together.  It  is  proposed 

• 

that  for  small-pox  cases  the  Unions  of  Preston,  Garstang,  and 
the  Fylde  should  join  and  erect  a  Hospital  in  some  position 
conveniently  central  to  the  whole  district  comprised  in  these 
Unions.  For  infectious  cases  other  than  small-pox,  it  is 
proposed  that  the  Local  Authorities  of  the  Fylde,  except 
Blackpool,  unite  to  form  a  Hospital  Board.  A  memorial  was 
presented  to  the  County  Council,  who  after  a  local  enquiry  had 
been  held,  decided  to  issue  orders  constituting  a  loint  Hospital 
Board,  the  order  to  come  in  force  on  the  8th  day  of  February, 
1896.  Should  no  unforseen  obstacle  occur,  there  is  now  every 
prospect  that  the  next  few  months  will  see  the  district 
adequately  provided  with  Isolation  Hospitals. 

Meteorology. 

During  February  there  was  a  spell  of  intensely  cold 
weather,  the  minimum  thermometer  in  the  screen  being,  on  one 
occasion,  as  low  as  120  F.  The  highest  temperature  in  a 
Stevenson’s  screen  during  the  year  was  82°  F.,  which  was 
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reached  on  May  31st,  and  again  on  September  29th.  The 
total  rainfall  was  29^4  inches,  and  the  greatest  fall  in  any  24 
hours,  took  place  between  9-30  a.m.  on  August  26th  and  the 
same  time  on  August  27th,  when  1.02  inches  were  measured. 
On  173  occasions  O'Oi  of  an  inch  of  rain,  or  more,  was  recorded, 
and  192  days  (or  more  than  half  the  year)  were  free  from  any 
appreciable  fall  of  moisture. 

I  append  some  tables  supplied  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
showing  the  work  carried  out  by  him.  I  also  include  in  this 
Report  the  tables  provided  by  the  Local  Government  Board, 
together  with  others,  showing  the  rainfall,  etc.,  and  the  relation 
of  the  deaths  to  the  various  Meteorological  conditions.
